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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 5-8 and 1 5-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
claim 5, line 2, "30" should be deleted. Claim 15, line 1, "10" should be deleted. Claim 
17, "30" should be deleted. Claim 20, line 5, "the" should be replaced by "a"; line 8, after 
"represent "the" should be deleted. Note that any claim whose base claim is objected 
is likewise objected. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because page 15, lines 11-12 recite that calculated 
values are stored in a memory 146. However, memory 146 does not include any signal 
input to receive such values. In addition, the reference numbers in the inner (inside the 
shaded box) part of fig. 8 are not legible. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
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the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action.

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: a testing apparatus and method are disclosed. The closest prior art Chitrapu, 
US patent No. 7,076,246, discloses similar method and apparatus. However, Chitrapu 
does not teach in combination with the other claimed limitations, the limitation recited in 
claim 1, lines 3-10 and similar limitations recited in claim 15 and the limitations recited in 
claim 20, lines 6-14. 

Conclusion 

7. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters noted 
above.
